But to our astonishment we learned 
that there had béen 18,750 of them 
recorded during the last thirteen years, 
or approximately three and one-half 
shocks daily. 

“In fact, during our short stay Mr. 
Vulean’s battering average was fully 
1.000 per cent, and we were shocked 
more than three times day—nor am 
I referring to the Japanese bathing cus- 
toms either. 

“On Unishiru island.we flew over an 
active volcano, and a village that we 
were told afterwards had been deserted 
for many years. Then, after diving 
down for a close view of the perpedicu- 
lar cliffs of the mountainous island of 
Ketoi, we looked down into the smok- 
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ing crater of a volcano on Shimushiru, 
and a half hour later saw clouds of 
steam coming from cones on the 
little island of Rebun 
" y one large island, Uruppa, now 
ed between us and Yetorofu, 
where we were to land. Uruppa, incl- 
dentally, possesses two more moun- 
tains where Vulcan is busy at his 
forge. The island is utterly deserted, 
excepting during the fishing season, 


Half way down to Yetorofu we passed ‘when the primitive folk from nearby

islands come here to fish in the bays 
facing the Sea of Okhotsk. 

“ Yetorofu} one of the largest islands 
of the Kurie group, is 110 miles tong, 
from two to twenty miles wide, and has 
five steaming volcanoes, one of which 
has been in violent eruption quite re- 
cently. Arrangements had been made 


| for us to come.down and refuel on the 


just a mile inland from 
on the Pacific ocean 
side of Yetorofu. | 

“As we passed over the bay, which 
is just a little over half way down the 
isla we saw the American and Japa- 


nese destroyers waiting for us. On the: 


shore of the lake were several hundred 
school children who had walked twen- 
ty-seven miles to see us arrive. That 
is, they had walked nine miles to the 
lake and home again on three succes- 
sive days, expecting each day to see us 
fly, down from Paramushiru.

PUBLICITY AND DEFENSE. 
» Every time there is an animated discussion of 
naval or military affairs with sharp criticism of 
conditions we hear reports that some officer or 
officers are to be disciplined. The implication is 
that secrets have been disclosed to the enlighten- 
ment of foreign powers, 

The implication in each instance—tncluding that 
which. is now in the press—is arrant nonsense, for 
the simple and sufficient reason that no facts have 
transpired of which the foreign governments in 
mind are not fully informed through their {tell 
gence service. 

We cannot believe that such an objection to 

‘publicity is urged on sincere grounds. It is not 
ithe information of foreign governments that ts the 
object of objection, it is the information of the 
American press and public. . ) 

And yet that information ts absolutely essential 
to adequate provision for the national defense. It 
4s notorious that the indifference or inertia of con- 
gress with regard to the navy and army cannot be 
influenced in time of peace save by the most ener- 
getic attack. Our policy with regard to prepared- 
ness, and this does not mean inordinate armament 
but minimum efficiency, has always been one of 
iaissez faire. This fully justifies what is depre- 
‘vated as a too sensational and spasmodic discussion 
of naval or military deficiencies. There is no other 
way to get attention and commensurate action.

siplined because he has permitted facts, well 

known to every foreign government, to become | 
known to the American people, whose vital in 

terest and whose right it is to know them, they 

ire only too well authenticated by experience, It 

is the discreditable fact that in this republic our | 
“urmy and navy gen are kept under a stricter and 

less intelligent -eensorship than in countries in. 
Which publicity of defense facts is a far more 

folicate and serious matter. “ef 

it is of great importance that the people of the 

United States be kept properly informed of the 

state of their defenses and be encouraged to think 
of the problems of defense by informed discussion. 

But our army and navy men are discouraged, not 
encouraged, to do us this service. It is a natural 

and inevitable result of this shortsighted obscur- 
fintism that when, under serious pressure of cir- 

cumstances, facts are brought forth which ought 

to have been known and quietly under considera- 

tion, the disclosure appears sensational. It is like 

huilding a dam without a spillway. 

The present discussion of naval conditions dis- 
closes nothing which; ought not to be known and 
diseussed; not one single thing. And the hush-up 
policy is not only without justification upon its own 
| pretended grounds but is futile and impertinent. 


/ CRIMES AGAINST WOMEN. 


The effect of recent publicity given two con- 
spicuous crimes against women ought not to be 
thrown away. Two vicious youths have been iden- 

_ tified and have confessed guilt in one case. The 
criminals in the other case, which resulted in the 
death of the victim, have not been traced and, 
Owing to delay in reporting the crime to the police, 
are not likely to be found. 

We ask serious consideration by the authorities 
ef the problem presented by this class of crimes, 
an unusually difficult problem. In the foreground 
ts the obstacle we have noted above in the fatal 
case cited—namely: that the victim and her family 
shun publicity. The result is that many such | 
offenses are never reported. Sometimes this pro- 
tects a degenerate whije he repeatedly commits 
this crime and certainly it hampers the police and 
has prevented the rise of a public opinion neces- 
sary to persistent effort of improvement of pro- 
iective and punitive measures. 

We cannot altogether prevent this, but we may 
be able to lessen the difficulty. The district at-

Fight on Forward Pass Likely 
at Rules Meeting in New York 


New York, Dec, 18.—[By Associated 
Préss.J—Although a majority opinion 
now among football coaches, experts, 
and rule makers apparently is opposed 


to placing restrictions upon the use 
of the forward pass, gathering demand 
for curbing the aerial game has be- 
come evident, promising a lively dis- 
cussion when gridiron mentors gather 
in New York the latter part of this 
month to frame their rules recom- 
mendations. 

The attack launched a few days ago 
on the forward pass by Harold M. 
Gore, coach of the Massachusetts 
Aggies, has aroused keen discussion 
support from several 
sources. Gore branded the aerial 
game, in its present usage, as a 
“ menace” to the gridiron sport, and 
urged as corrective steps that only 
three points be allowed for a touch- 
down. due to a pass and \that the run 
by the receiver of a pags be eliminated. 


Don’t Want It Abolished. 


L. C. Boles, director of athletics at 
Wooster college, sides with Gore in 


“menace” which is relegating foot- 
ball to the category of outdoor basket- 
ball, while further criticism was made 
public today by Foster Sanford, for- 
mer Rutgers coach and advocate of 
the rushing attack. 

None of these critics, however, ap- 
parently wishes to abolish the pass, 
confining their recommendations to 


aerial game. The pass is needed to 
give balance, says Sanford, admitting 
the aerial game has come to stay, but 
nevertheless he believes it is too un- 
fettered in its present form. 

Supporters of the Gore plan for cut- 
ting in half the allowance of points 
for a touchdown from a pass point 
out that scoring by this method is no 
more difficult than by field goal, which 
now gains but three points.
